EXPLAINS SCOUT 
MOVEMENT 


Leonard IP. larkier, Chicago News* 
paper Man, Speak* to Rotary 
C lub on SeoKt Work

Leonard D. Faekler, a newspaper 
man from Chicago^ who I* actually 
Interested In Boy Scout work, ad­ 
dressed the Rotary club 
at 
their 
weekly noon luncheon at the Ransford 
hotel Friday. 
The Rotary club se­ 
cured his service* to advise them as 
to the hest work to be done for the 
boys of the community. 
In responding to his introduction, 
Mr. Faekler paul high compliment to 
the Brainerd Rotary (Tub for the in­ 
terest they were tuning in the boys of 
their community, and especially be­ 
cause of their intention to use the 
Boy Scout movement as the mode of 
their work for the boys. 
This move­ 
ment, the speaker asserted, appeared 
to him to be the best vehicle of inter­ 
est in boys, as he had had experience 
In .several of the leading boys' work 
programs of the country. Mr. Faekler 
continued: 
“In order that we may fully under­ 
stand the purpose and 
method 
of 
Scouting, lot us for a moment con­ 
sider what Scouting is not, and what 
it is. 


“First—Scouting is not a military 
movement. 
Its chief concern is the 
development of character and efficien­ 
cy in the teen-age boys. 
To accom­ 
plish this, the program necessarily 
includes special attention to the vir­ 
tues of loyalty, reverence, courtesy, 
chivalry, bravery, obedience, order, re­ 
sourcefulness, 
cleanliness, cheerful­ 
ness, kindness, temperance, neatness, 
moral 
courage, 
alertness, 
physical 
strength, endurance, and honor. 
To 
this end, special instruction is given 
in 
patrotism, 
signaling, 
cooking, 
camping, sanitation, first aid to the 
injured, how to care for oneself in 
the open, chivalry, woodcraft, per­ 
sonal hygiene, public hygiene, civics, 
and the general principles conducive 
to good discipline. 
While Borne of 
these things are included in the or­ 
dinary training of a soldier, they are 
indispensable to the Scout program, 
especially if a Scout is to live up to 
his motto—‘Be Prepared,—and fulfill 
his obligatiiuB as a citizen 
at 
all 
times. 
The uniform, the patrol, the 
troop, the special Scout drills aud 
activities are not for military tac­ 
tics, nor can they be considered as 
military training when they are cor­ 
rectly use<J, 
Jhfty aye ,for harmony 
and unif6riuity, for the training of 
group consciousness. 
“Second—The Boy Scout Movement 
is not a sectarian organization. 
All 
boys over 12 years of age who take 
the Scout Oath and who obey the 
Scout law may be numbered in the 
organization regardless of creed, na­ 
tionality, or color. 
“Third—It is not a one-sided pro­ 
gram. 
Many people err in thinking 
that Scout work is merely supervised 
play and physical culture. 
Rather it 
embraces a balanced training of the 
physical, mental, social, and moral 
phases of a boy’s life. 
Emphasis is 
laid upon the cultivation of honor, 
courtesy, helpfulness, and reverence. 
“Fourth—It is not lacking in cap­ 
able leadership. 
Such men as Presi­ 
dent Harding, Woodrow Wilson, Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft, William G. Mc­ 
Adoo, Harold McCormick, Daniel Car­ 
ter Beard, George W. Goethals, George 
D. Porter, Theodore Roosevelt Jr., and 
others of national importance are on 
the Executive Board. Throughout the 
rank and file, the best men that can 
be secured are filling the positions of 
Scout Commissioners, Scout Execu­ 
tives, and Scout Masters; and the 
great majority of these serve without 
pay, giving their services as a con­ 
tribution to tile welfare of the fu­ 
ture. 
"Now let us see for a moment what 
•the Scout program is. 
In the first 
place it cultivates a boy’s highest ide­ 
als. 
A Boy Scout is called upon to 
be the best physically that he can be, 
and to so live and take care of him­ 
self that his bodx will answer to any 
demand made upon it. 
He is encour­ 
aged to think out problems, and to 
think them out quickly and logically. 
He is spurred on to make available 
for practical use everything that he 
learns in school, church. Scout troop 
or elsewhere. 
He is given a vital 
ideal of what it means to be a con­ 
stituent member of the community 
and the privileges and responsibilities 
belonging thereto. 
He is encouraged 
to take the broadest and most certain 
view of religion, that is—the person­ 
ality of God and man’s relation to 
the Creator. 
The best and most con­ 
structive thoughts are encouraged and 
developed in the boy. 
“As the outgrowth of this genetic 


idealism, Scouting trains the boy for 
leadership. 
In view of the fact that 
only from eight to twelve per cent of 
the boys in America ever graduate 
from high school, and scarcely tw*o 
per cent of all the boys graduate from 
college, it is quite apparent that the 
qualities developed in the Boy Scout 
are going to contribute largely to the 
leadership in community life not many 
years hence. 
The community spirit, 
the group con-< tousness and the bar- 
many of action inculcated in the Scout 
Troops will surely reap In better and 
more 
responsible 
citizenship. 
The 
boys themselves, as a part of their 
work, are taught how to command, 
when 
once 
they 
themselves 
have 
learned to obey." 
The speaker then went into some 
detail as to the technique of the or­ 
ganization, making definite sugges­ 
tions regarding the election of n Scout 
Council, a Scout Commissioner, and 
the selection of Scout Masters and 
the organization of local Troops in 
Brainerd. 
Ho set forth the ideal of 
ten active Troops in this city, and the 
possibilities of community service by 
the boys in turn for the interest taken 
in them. 
Illustrations were given 
of 
what 
other Scout Troops had done in the 
way of information bureaus, first ald 
and comfort stations, cleaner streets, 
public plaground discipline. Apicial 
police, and public health 
by other 
Troops in various parts of the coun­ 
try. 
One near at band was the in­ 
formation bureau and first aid sta­ 
tion at the Aitkin county fair this 
week, by Aitkin Troop No. I. 
“The crux of the whole local or­ 
ganization," continued Mr,. Faekler, 
"is the selection of the Scout Master. 
I'pon him depends the success or fail­ 
ure of any Troop. The four moRt es-

senti*! 
i ha rad eristics 
of 
Scout Master are: 
“A man of the highest moral char­ 
acter. 
Preferably he should be a 
Christian. 
“He must be a man who likes boys, 
who has a vital interest in every phase 
of their welfare, and who understands 
the varying moods of adolescence. 
"In addition, he mutt be a man 
whom the boys will respe» t. No mat­ 
ter how capable he may be. if he does 
not have the confidence of the lads, 
then his work will accomplish noth­ 
ing. 
“He must give time and energy un­ 
flinchingly to the wmk, 
It is not 
an onerous task, but it can in no de­ 
gree. however slight, he neglected." 
In conclusion the 
speaker 
said: 
"The only known source of manhood, 
is boys. 
The afford 
the challenge 
supreme. 
It is a big thing to do and 
the beauty of it, you can do this 
great work right here at home, and 
see the results from month to month. 
It is both a high privilege aud a grave 
responsibility. God help the men and 
women of Brainerd to live 
up 
to 
them.”

Flub on Scon* Work

“Scout 11141,** Said the Speaker, “Is Not 


a Military Movement—It Devel­ 


ops C'liaracterj Efficiency** 


Leonard D. Tackler, a newspaper 
man from Chicago* who is actually 
interested in Boy Scout work, ad­ 
dressed the Rotary club 
at 
their 
weekly noon luncheon at the Hansford 
hotel Friday. 
The Rotary club se­ 
cured his service* to advise them as 
to the best work to be done for the 
boys of the community. 
In responding: to his introduction. 
Mr. Tackler paid high compliment to 
the Brainerd Rotary Club for the in­ 
terest they were taxing in the boys of 
their community, and especially be­ 
cause of their intention to use the 
Boy Scout movement as the mode of 
their work for the boys. 
This move­ 
ment, the speaker asserted, appeared 
to him to be the best vehicle of inter­ 
est in boys, as he had had experience 
In several (rf the leading boys’ work 
programs of the country. Mr. Tackler 
continued: 
“In order that we may fully under­ 
stand the purpose and 
method 
of 
Scouting, let us for a moment con­ 
sider what Scouting is not, and what 
it is. 
“First—Scouting is not a military 
movement. 
Its chief concern is the 
development of character and efficien­ 
cy in the teen-age boys. 
To accom­ 
plish this, the program necessarily 
includes special attention to the vir­ 
tues of loyalty, reverence, courtesy, 
chivalry, bravery, obedience, order, re­ 
sourcefulness, 
cleanliness, 
cheerful­ 
ness, kindness, temperance, neatness, 
moral 
courage, 
alertness, 
physical 
strength, endurance, and honor. 
To 
this end, special instruction is given 
in 
patrotisin, 
signaling, 
cooking, 
camping, sanitation, first aid to the 
injured, how to care for oneself in 
the open, chivalry, woodcraft, per­ 
sonal hygiene, public hygiene, civics, 
and the general principles conducive 
to good discipline. 
While some of 
these things are included in the or­ 
dinary training of a soldier, they are 
indispensable to the Scout program, 
especially if a Scout is to live up to 
his motto—‘Be Prepared,—and fulfill 
his obligatiius as a citizen 
at 
all 
times. 
The uniform, the patrol, the 
troop, the special Scout drills and 
activities are not for military tac­ 
tics, nor can they be considered as 
military training when they are cor­ 
rectly used* 
They 
/ or harmony 
and unif6rmlfy, for tho training of 
group consciousness. 
“Second—The floy Scout Movement 
is not a sectarian organization. 
All 
boys over 12 years of age who take 
the Scout Oath and who obey the 
Scout law may be numbered in the 
organization regardless of creed, na­ 
tionality, or color. 
‘T hird—It is not a one-sided pro­ 
gram. 
Many people err in thinking 
that Scout work is merely supervised 
play and physical culture. 
Rather it 
embraces a balanced training of the 
physical, mental, social, and moral 
phases of a boy's life. 
Emphasis is 
laid upon the cultivation of honor, 
courtesy, helpfulness, and reverence. 
“Fourth—It is not lucking in cap­ 
able leadership. 
Such men as Presi­ 
dent Harding, Woodrow Wilson. Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft. William G. Mc­ 
Adoo, Harold McCormick, Daniel Car­ 
ter Beard, George W. Goethals, George 
D. Porter, Theodore Roosevelt Jr., and 
others of national importance are on 
the Executive board. Throughout the 
rank and file, the best men that can 
be secured are filling the positions of 
Scout Commissioners, Scout Execu­ 
tives, and Scout Masters; and the 
great majority of these serve without 
pay, giving their services as a con­ 
tribution to the welfare of the fu­ 
ture. 
“Now let us see for a moment what 
•the Scout program is. 
In the first I 
place It cultivates a boy’s highest ide-J 
als. 
A Boy Scout is called upon to 
be the best physically that he can be. 
and to so live and take care of him­ 
self that his body will answer to any | 
demand made upon it. 
He is encour-j 
aged to think out problems, and to 
think them out quickly and logically. 
He is spurred on to make available 
for practical use everything that he 
learns in school, church, Scout troop 
or elsewhere. 
He is given a vital 
ideal of what it means to be a con­ 
stituent member of the community 
and the privileges and responsibilities 
belonging thereto. 
He la encouraged 
to take the broadest and most certain 
▼lew* of religion, that la—the person­ 
ality of God and man s relation to| 
the Creator. 
The best and most con­ 
structive thoughts are encouraged and 
developed in the boy. 
“As the outgrowth cf this genetic 


idealism, Scouting trains the boy for 
leadership. 
In view of the fact that 
only from eight to twelve per cent of 
the boys in America ever graduate 
from high school, and scarcely two 
per cent of all the boys graduate from 
college, it is quite apparent that the 
qualities developed in the Boy Scout 
are going to contribute largely to the 
leadership in community life not many 
years hence. 
The community spirit, 
the group consciousness, and the har- 
many of action inculcated in the Scout 
Troops will surely reap in better and 
more 
responsible 
citizenship. 
The 
boys themselves, as a part of their 
work, are taught how to command, 
when 
once 
they 
themselves 
have 
learned to obey.” 
The speaker then went into some 
detail as to the technique of the or­ 
ganization, making definite sugges­ 
tions regarding the election of it Scout 
Council, a Scout Commissioner, and 
the selection of Scout Masters and 
the organization of local Troops in 
Brainerd. 
He set forth the ideal of 
ten active Troops in this city, and the 
possibilities of community service by 
the boys in turn for the interest taken 
in them. 
Illustrations were given 
of what 
other Scout Troops had done in the 
way of information bureaus, first aid! 
and comfort stations, cleaner streets, 
public piuground discipline, Special) 
police, and public health 
by otherj 
Troops in various parts of the coun­ 
try. 
One near at hand was the in­ 
formation bureau and first aid sta­ 
tion at the Aitkin county fair this 
week, by Aitkin Troop No. I. 
"The crux of the whole local or­ 
ganization," continued Mr,. Tackler, 
“is the selection of the Scout Master. 
Upon him depends the success or fail­ 
ure of any Troop. The four most ca­ 


noed 
sent’a1 
characteristics 
of 
Scout Master are: 
“A man of the highest moral char­ 
acter. 
Preferably he should be a 
Christian. 
“He must be a man who likes boys, 
who has a vital interest in every phase 
of their welfare, and who understands 
the varying moods of adolescence. 
“In addition, he must be a man 
whom the boys will respect. 
No mat­ 
ter how capable he may be, if he does 
not have the confidence of the lads, 
then his work will accomplish noth­ 
ing. 
“He must give time and energy un­ 
flinchingly to the work. 
It is not 
an onerous task, but it can in no de­ 
gree. however slight, be neglected.” 
In conclusion tile 
speaker 
said; 
“The only known source of manhood, 
is boys. 
The afford 
the challenge 
supreme. 
It is a big thing to do—and 
the beauty of it. you can do this 
great work right here at home, and 
see the results from month to month. 
It is both a high privilege and a grave 
responsibility. God help the men and 
women of Brainerd to live
